Tho horrors of w ar are brought home 
strikingly to tile render of the news­ 
papers in these days of stress abroad 
by means of ninny a personal narrative 
as thrilling as any ever told Ivy a mas­ 
ter of fiction. Those little stories recite 
deeds of da unties!* courage and impress 
one with the correctness of General 
Sherman’s fa mons definition of war. 
“The statem ents of the wounded at 
Paris returning from the Aisne show 
the terrible nature of Hie fighting. All 
practically tell the same story,” said 
one man. 
It bogan with. heavy and accurate 
shell fire. Thoro was a lunch interval. 
It stopped about 5:30 every day. and 
then in the night often came the 
charges. Due night I couldn’t count 
them. W was awful! Kill! Kill! Kill! 
And still they came on, shoving each 
other over on to us. 
There was no man but had his story 
of comrades shot on either side of him, 
of how they- wore smashed day after 
day. of Hie shriek of shells, of tho per­ 
petual groaning of the wounded as 
they lay in tho wet trenches—‘seven 
(Vs and nights of it and sometimes 
only an hour’s sleep.’ 
Muddied to the eyes, wet. often 
blood raked, many were suffering from 
the curious aphasia produced by tin 
continuous and terrible concussion of 
shells bursting. Some were dazed aud 
speechless, some deafened, and yet, 
splendid to relate, I saw on no face the 
terrible animal w ar look.” 


It W as H o rrib le; It W as G hastly.” 
The follow ing epistle is from a Ger­ 
man soldier of the Seventy-fourth in­ 
fantry regiment, Tenth corps, to iiis 
w ife: 
“ I have just, been living through 
days that defy imagination. 
I should 
never have thought men could stand 
i t 
Not a second has passed but my 
life lias been In danger. 
“It w as horrible. 
It was ghastly. 
But I have been saved for you and for 
our happiness, and I take heart again, 
although I am still terribly unnerved. 
God grant that I may see you again 
soon and that tins horror may soon be 
over. 
"None of us can do any more. 
H u ­ 
man strength is at aa end.” 
The correspondent cf the London 
Daily Telegraph at Klieitns sends this 
interesting paragraph: 
“In the doorway still stands (lie 
cripple! beggar who lins sought alms 
there for many years. 
Ho maintained 
his post throughout the bombardment, 
and, like a statue, he stands, covered 
with dust, pebbles and glass. 
The 
man was unharmed. H e was crippled 
iii the w ar of 1870.” 


Spellbound at H ero ’* A ct. 
The heroic self sacrifice of a soldier 
named Tresignies of the Second regi- 
fent, chasseurs a pied, has ju st been 
related. The Belgians were exceeding­ 
ly anxious to get across the Wille- 
broeek en na I at Font Brule, but a 
bridge was raised against them on the 
other side and occupied by a strong 
force of Germans. 
Tresignies volun­ 
teered to ‘-wiin across aud try to lower 
the bridge. 
It meant certain death. 
Before he plunged in ho wrote with a 
pencil on a scrap of paper the name 
and address of his wife and the sim­ 
ple words. “God will help aud comfort 
you.” The Germans were startled into 
admiration 
as 
U# 
leaped 
into the 
stream aud tor a few moments held 
their fire; but. seeing what he was 
u b o n ito aceoiLTUsU, t^ey riddled UUfi 


with bullets ju st as lie lowered Hie 
bridge. 
As it fell into place with a crash tile 
Belgians rushed across with shouts o f 
triumph. 
Tresignies’ body was buried 
with military honors. 
A b ig ‘Loudon department store an­ 
nounced recently that any unmarried 
male employee between twenty and 
thirty-five who did not enlist would 
be dismissed after Sept. 12 
Some of the elevator attendants now 
are girls. They wear blue uniforms of 
a m aterial not unlike that of overalls 
and seem to oj>ei ite the cars quite as 
efficiently as the men.

The 
new proposition is to tax the retail 
dealers according to their sales.

innovation.

FANGS OF A RATTLER. 


Long, Curved and Hollow Are These 
Deadly Poison Syringes. 
A rattlesnake does not coll np like a 
ship’s cable, as it is so often pictured, 
but in a more Irregular fashion, with 
the rattle bearing n il free in the mid­ 
dle and the neck bent bHt-k upon itself 
so as to be quickly flung forward in 
striking. 
A snake when alarmed or Ir­ 
ritated often opens its mouth and p ro 
nudes its tongue. 
Many think that 
the poison lurks here. 
As a matter of 
fact, the tongue Is a delicate sense or­ 
gan. corresponding to our ears, aud a 
snake may be said to near with its 
tongue. 
The teeth of an ordinary harmless 
water snake are like little needles, and, 
although such a snake may strike aud 
bite viciously, the wound amounts to 
nothing. 
On the other hand, in a rat­ 
tlesnake or other venomous serpent 
there Is a pair of long curved hollow 
fangs In the fore part of the month 
that are very different from the other 
teeth. 
These connect with the poison 
ducts, and when the snake strikes and 
closes Its jaws the apparatus works 
like a hypodermic syringe, the pressure 
of the closing jaw s squeezing the ve* 
nom from the poison sac through the 
hollow fang into the wound. 
Some 
snakes have only grooved fangs instead J 
of hollow ones, but the effect Is the 
sa me. 
Treatm ent for the bite of a rattle­ 
snake should be prompt and drastic. 
The time honored whisky treatment is 
useless. The poison works in the blood, 
and the first move should be to tie a 
ligature between the wound and tho 
heart, so as to keep it out of the cir 
culatloa 
The next step should be to 
cut open the wound and by squeezing 
and sucking get rid of the venom as 
quickly as possible The wound should 
be thoroughly washed out with a solu­ 
tion of permanganate of potash and 
kept moist with an antiseptic dressing. 
Travelers who are apt to be exposed 
to bites of poisonous serpents should 
carry a hypodermic syringe and as 
soon as bitten Inject a permanganate 
solution liberally all about the wound 
This requires nerve, but people with 
out nerve should avoid the vicinity of 
rattlesnakes.—S t Louis Republic.

F AN N RI) B RD P E P P E R S 
Kansas City Star: 
Tse u peck of 
red peppers, wash them, 
cut 
the 
stem* off and remove the seeds with 
a pair of good sharp scissors and work 
them around the pepper, cutting it 
into long atrip.*, 
.-sliced in circles, 
ibis makes an

These strips or slices are covered 
with

Deadly Poison Syringes. 
A rattlesnake doe* not coil up like a 
ship’* cable, as it is so often pictured, 
but lo a more irregular fashion, with 
the rattle bearing tail free in the mid­ 
dle and the neck bent (nick upon itself 
*-o as to be quickly flung forward In 
striking. 
A snake when alarmed or Ir­ 
ritated often opens its mouth and pro­ 
trudes Its tongue. 
Many think that 
the poison lurks here. 
As a matter of 
tach the tongue Is a delicate sense o r 
gun. corresponding to our ears, aud a 
snake may he said to hear with its 
tongue. 
The teeth of an ordinary harmless 
wafer snake are like little needles, and. ! 
although such a snake may strike and 
bite viciously, the wound amounts to 
nothing. 
On the other hand, in a rat- j 
tlesnnke or other venomous serpent 
there Is a pair of long curved hollow 
fangs In tile fore part of the mouth 
that are very different from the other 
teeth. 
These connect with the poison 
ducts, and when the snake strikes and 
closes Its jaw s the apparatus works 
like a hypodermic syringe, the pressure j 
of the closing jaw s squeezing the re* 
nom from the jioisou sac through the I — 
hollow fang Into the wound. 
Some 
snakes have only grooved fangs instead I 
of hollow ones, but the effect is the 
same. 
Treatment for the bite of a rattle­ 
snake should be prompt and drastic. 
The time honored whisky treatment is 
useless. The poison works In tile blood, 
and the Aret move should be to tie a 
ligature between the wound and the 
heart, so as to keep It out of the clr 
culatloa 
The next step should be to 
cut open the wound and by squeezing 
and sucking get rid of the venom as 
quickly as possible. The wound should 
be thoroughly washed out with a solu­ 
tion of permanganate of potash and 
kept moist with uu antiseptic dressing. 
Travelers who are apt to be exposed 
to bites of poisonous serpents should 
carty u hypodermic syringe and as 
soon as bitten inject a permanganate 
solution liberally all about the wound 
This requires nerve, but people with 
out nerve should avoid the vicinity of 
rattlesnakes.—SL Louis Republic.
